OE'EAT FOR PROHIBITION. 



Paansylvaala Voteo <mi tlwe Quostinn After 
•n KxcltitiK Campaign. 

Philadeij»hia. June 19.— The peo >i. 
of the state of Pennsylvania yesteul t\ 
voted on the question of incorporating' 
an amendment profiibiting the in mnfac- 
tore or sale of intoxicating hipioi-K in the 
state ooustitutiuu. Probably no politi- 
od oami)iugn in the history of tlie statt^' 
has been more vigorously conducted 
than has that of tl^ iklvoutUeH of tem- 
iH-rauce. Nightly meetings have lieeii 
held in every county running np into 
thousands weekly for the entire sta'.-. 
and ekxiuentHjx'ukiTs luiwe Inien brought 
from near and ut'aj to impress upon 
tlie people tlie advantages ol total pro- 
hibition. 

The iiiiuor interest ha.s Ihnmi (»i]nally 
activa, and between the two parties a 
good many baiTels of money have been 
spent The campaign hius had the ;u'tive 
aid of Postmaster Cieneral Wiuiainaker. 
who has worked vigoixinslv on the side 
of the Prohibitionista, and the cause of 
the latter has also been championed by 
tens of thousands of the gentler si'\. 
The latt«r liiul projjosed to inva<le the 
polls yesterday, but the law forbiils 
women taking part in tilectioun, ami 
hence they had to keep away. .\ii 
amendmH.iit aliolisliing tlte iioll tas 
qualirtoation for voters was al.st) voted 
upon. 

The election jiassed off very (jnietly. 
no diiiturbam-e liaving Ihh'II re])oited 
from lUiy pliu'^e. 'ITie coniiilete returns 
from every inie of the sixtv-seveii coun- 
ties iji th" state are as follows: Foi the 
Prohibition anieiidment, .i4,.'517; against 
tbe Prohibition amendment 18U,710;

Forty-two counties give 4. ."535 majoi-ity

WRECK" OF A WORK TRAIN. 

Two Men Killed and a BnadMd laiaawL 
I The Cumpau/ Meld Bespoaslble. 

j BiBMiyoHAM, Ala., June 10.— A mil- 
road wreck, resulting in the death of 
I two men and injiuy of (juc huiuLred 
j others, otv.-urr.x.l *t alxiuf 7 o idoi'k ye.s- 
. terday luorning ueiir Pratt .Alines, six 
mile* from this eity. The Teune8s«'« 
i Coal, Iron ami KailrouAl ooinpany runs a 
tiiiin e\i!iy morning to (!urry t.lm mixierH 
and other workmen from the town of 
Pratt Mines to the different shaft*) and 
slopes where the man work. The tram 
yesterdav morning consisted of eigiit 
cars, anil there were about -3<M) men on 
board when the accident ocoun ed. The 
train was ninning backiivartla at the rata 



of ten miles an hour, when it struck two 
cows lying on the track. Six of the 
eight col's weie thrown down the em- 
bankment tuid piled on each otlier. 

Henry MoOanl^ and Walter Beaslej, 
carpenters, were instantly killed. Both 
were young white men and unmoiTied. 
On one of the cars wei-e aliont thirty 
convicts chained together, and strange 
to say they were about the only i^ersons 
who escaped injury. About one liunilred 
men were injured, the worst injuries be> 
ing broken legs and arma. As quioklj 
as possible the injured men were re- 
moved to their homes and pliy: i( ians 
from the city inmmoned. 0\\ing to 
the hastv removals and the company's 
orders about giving out informaoon, it 
has been imixissiole to obtain a list of 
those seriously injured. 

The coroner went out in the afternoon 
and impaneled a jury, which found that 
the company was guilty of gross negli* 



geuee in not keeping the read bed in 
Bood repair, and that tha oonduotor of 
Die train was guilty of orimiDal negli* 
geaoe.

FZR EIQN TOP ICS. 

Comments on the Samotn Conferenee and 
Other Cable Dispatehee. 

LosroN, Jnne 10. -^In th* absence of 
any othcial intimation eitlier from Ber- 
lin. London or Wa.shingtou, us to tha 
cont^nits of the Sainoan treaty just 
signed, there is e(msiderable di\ crsity of 
opinion on the part of the European 
press on the subject. The London 
newspapers seem to take it for granted 
that .\merica carried off all the plums at 
the Berlin conference, and h ft for Ger- 
many only just so much as the United 
States representatives saw tit to leave 
her. This view is far from finding sano- 
tioD in the German jiress. which, with 
the exception of a few opposition or- 
gans, express entire Batisfoction that 
the government at Berlin has secured 
through the conference all that Gei^ 
many was entitled to. ■> 

The Cologne Gaaette soouts the claims 
made by the English und American 
press that Germany was worsted in tha 
conference, and severely condemns tha 
tone of the opposition organs at home^ 
which it Buys are unable at any time to 
rise to the height of patriotism. The 
organs of Herr Riohtei-, the leader of 
the opposition, says The Oacette^ per- 
sist in slandering the Fatherland in tha 
eyes of the world, and their onpatriotio 
comments on the subject are so markaA 
as to odd for the intflnecenoe of tha fiav 
eign office.
